Rep.  Murray  Backs  State  Aid 
To  Correct  Asbestos  Ills 


Legislative  proposals  provi- 
ding for  state  aid  to  com- 
munities to  correct  dangerous 
asbestos  conditions  in  schools, 
to  raise  the  drinking  age  from 
18  to  21.  and  to  provide  state 
reimbursement  of  local  sea 
wall  construction  have  won  the 
support  of  State  Representa- 
tive Mary  Jeanette  Murray. 
(R)  3rd  Plymouth  District. 

Representative  Murray  re- 
corded her  Support  of  the  bills 
at  hearing  held  last  week  by 
the  committees  on  Education. 
Government  Regulations  and 
Natural  Resources. 

Rep.  Murray  addressed  the 
Education  Committee  in  sup- 
.port  of  a bill  calling  for  the 
state  to  reimburse  cities  and 
towns  in  which  asbestos  has 
been  found  in  the  public 
school  buildings. 

The  3rd  Plymouth  legislator 


stated.  "The  state  has  alerted 
and  alarmed  the  citizens  with 
pronouncements  concerning 
possible  health  hazards  of 
asbestos.  The  cities  and  towns 
which  have  asbestos  in  their 
school  buildings  are  now 
forced  to  remedy  the  situation. 
We,  the  legislators,  have  been 
assuring  the  taxpayer  we  are 
concerned  with  the  high  prop- 
erty tax  rate  and  now  we  have 
added  another  financial  bur- 
den upon  the  local  school 
committees." 

Rep.  Murray  urged  the 
committee  to  report  out  a 
favorable  ruling  on  the  bill 
which  would  provide  re- 
imbursement to  the  cities  and 
tow  ns  for  the  cost  of  removing 
asbestos.  She  continued. 
“The  town  of  Hull  is  such  an 
example.  A high  rate  of  as- 
bestos was  found  in  the  Mem- 


orial School  Auditorium  and 
Hallways.  The  cost  to  the 
taxpayers  of  Hull  would  be 
5100,000.  it  is  imperative  the 
state  reimburse  such  cities 
and  towns.” 

Mary  Jeanette,  who  repre- 
sents Cohasset.  Hingham.  and 
Hull  appeared  before  the 
Committee  on  Natural  Re- 
sources in  support  of  a bill 
which  would  allow  the  state  to 
reimburse  cities  and  towns  for 
seawall  construction. 

Murray  also  spoke  before 
the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Regulations  regarding 
the  Drinking  Age  Bills.  "I 
support  those  bills  which  call 
for  a return  to  the  21  year  old 
drinking  age.  "Mary  Jeanette 
said.  "I  feel  strongly  that  we 
must  raise  the  drinking  age  so 
liquor  will  not  be  available  to 
the  children  in  our  schools."

Committee  after  the  develop- 
ments of  last  week  made  them- 
selves clear.  He  stood  by  his  in- 
terpretation of  the  Building 
'ode;  that  is.  his  reading  of  a 
section  of  the  Code  dealing  with 
historic  buildings  strongly  sug- 
gested that  the  provisions  that 
govern  historic  buildings  will 
pre-empt  all  other  regulations 
of  the  Basic  Code. 

"The  Code  is  subject  to  in- 
terpretation." he  said  of  the 
controversy  generated  b>  what 
seems  to  be  conflicting  portions 
of  the  Code  "I  don't  feel  we 
arc  contradicting  building 
codes  that  would  be  irrespon- 
sible We  are  not  trying  to  do 
anything  sneaky.”

Civil  Service 

Selectmen  received  a long 
awaited  replv  from  Civil  Ser- 
vice last  week  which  included 
an  explanation  of  past  lists 
and  the  cancellation  of  a 
request  tor  a full-time  police 
officer. 

Several  weeks  ago  Select- 
men had  returned  as  unac- 
ceptable a list  of  intermittent 
police  officers.  Frederick 
Grassic.  a permanent  inter- 
mittent officer  who  has  been 
working  a full-time  shift  for 
several  months  and  approved 
by  Selectmen  as  a patrolman 
to  the  police  department, 
didn't  receive  top  billing  on 
the  last  list  to  come  to  the 
Board's  attention.  Rather. 
Paul  Rooney's  name  was 
placed  ahead  of  Grassie's, 
according  to  Civil  Service  be- 


different  options  before  they 
unanimously  voted  for  the 
current  proposal.  Even  if  the 
building  were  to  be  exempt 
from  certain  portions  of  the 
Code,  he  said,  mandatory 
safety  requirements  have  to 
be  met  in  order  to  qualify  for 
those  exemptions. 

Donham  said  that  he  was 
planning  a meeting  very  soon 
with  Litchfield.  "He  and  I will 
have  to  sit  down  w ith  the  Code 
in  front  of  us.  I will  ask 
Litchfield  — he's  the  fellow 
who's  charge  with  enforcing 
the  law  locally,  after  all  — to 
have  DiCiccio  present,  too." 
Donham  added  that  the  State 
Building  Code  Commission 
exists  to  aid  in  resolutions 
where  there  arc  ambiguities 
and  conflicts.
